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This is in response to the "Renewed Petition Under 37 CFR 1.47" filed on 29 April 2003. 



In a decision mailed on 25 February 2003, the petition filed on 03 July 2002 was 
dismissed because it was not clear that non-signing joint inventor Satyendra Kumar has refused 
to execute a declaration after being presented with the declaration and a copy of the international 
application and because it did not include an explicit statement of non-signing joint inventor 
Satyendra Kumar's last known address. 



The renewed petition includes a statement of Satyendra Kumar's last known address, and 
is accompanied by a copy of a letter sent to Satyendra Kumar at that address, requesting that he 
review an attached copy of the international application and sign and return a declaration of the 
inventors. Petitioner also provides a copy of a postal Domestic Return Receipt which is signed 
as received by Satyendra Kumar on 13 March 2003. In view of the totality of evidence now of 
record, it would be appropriate to conclude that Satyendra Kumar has refused to execute the 
declaration after being presented with the declaration and a copy of the international application. 
Accordingly, all of the requirements of 37 CFR 1 .47(a) have now been satisfied.
